Its 
u  nt<  nts,  excepting  a  few  points,  arc  ulnont  tho  same  as  the 
■'  diuti on  Terms.  It  has  twelve  Articles,  besides  the  Preamble 
and  the  concluding  paragraph.

in  the  border  regions,  end  desiring  to  rest . to  c  mplotely  tho  tra- 
diti  riully  friendly  rolvti  ns  botwoon  Franco  and  Thailand,  havo 
decided  to  conclude  this  treaty.

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APTICLL  V.  provides  f  r  th>-  oooditiono  far  the  inoorpo ration 
f  the  oodod  torritr  rius  into  Thailand.  It  also  providos  for  tho 
demilitarization  :C  that  part  of  tho  oodod  territory  which  has 
hitherto  belonged  to  Camb-dir.,  f-r  an  absolutely  equal  troatmont 
of  French  und  Thai  nationals  in  c.ll  of  tho  coded  territories,  and 
for  respoot  tc  bo  paid  to  tho  Royal  nv.usrloa  of  Luang  Prnbang. 


ARTICLE  VI.  provides  that  Thailand  my  maintain  only  tho 
poll oo  foroo  and  may  not  maintain  fortifications,  military  aviation 
fields,  otc.,  in  the  demilitarized  zones.

Exohur.go  f  ratificati  .ns  is  due  to  trdcc  pluoe  in  Tokyo  within 
two  months  after  the  signing  of  this  treaty.

to  the  demilitarized  zor.os.  as  regards  the  latter  two  Protocols, 
the  Japan  se  Government  have  signed  th« n  as  >no  nf  the  parties 
concerned.

co-operation  of  such  character  as  is  opposed,  either  directly 
>r  indirectly  against-  Japan.  This  Protocol,  uls-.',  stipulates 
that  exchange  of  its  ratific'.ti  >ns  shall  tako  plaoo  ir.  Tokyo 
within  two  months  after  its  signature.
